to last ita customers & few days. Sev-
eral other fueling firms have nearly ex-
hausted their supply.

The Pennsylvania & Ohio Fueling
compsoy has suspended business alto-
gether in Cleveland.

The great plant of the Cleveland Steel
company closed this morning, owing'to
lack of foel.

SITUATION IN ILLINOIS.

Three Thousand Misers in Wilmington
District are Out.

Sprimerimip, I1l., July 9.—The min-
ers’ sirike situation in 1llinois is as fol-
lows:

All the miners in the Wilmington dis-
trict, 3000 in number, are out; in
Springfield district most of the miners
are working; in Peoria district the min-
era are still working, but will meet to-
day. The minersat Stsunton and Mt
Olive have given out assurances that the
Belleville miners wounld strike, but the
Belleville men at their meeting decided
to go to work.

At Carlinvillz there is no strike. Vir-
den and Anburn miners struck s week
ago. The miners at Assumption are out,
‘but st Pana and Taylorville are working.
At Weatville, Vermilion county, the
miners are ont, but are at work at Dan-
ville.

None Heturned to Work.

WaseLiNG, July 8.—It has been an-
nounced by the Wheeling & Lake FErie
management that the Dillon mine would
resume this morning, and that the min-
ers would be protected by United States
marsbals. At the blowing of the whis-
tles not & man entered the mine. The
men decided that if it was necessary for
them to be protected by United States
marshals, they would not work.

CUBANS IN MATANZAS.

vong-Threatened Invasion of That Prov-
Ince Has Begun.

New Yorg, July 9.—A Herald dis-
pateh from Havans says:

The threstened invasion of Matanzas
province by the insargents has begun.
Several large bodies of Cubans bave
crossed the line from Santa Clara and
the strength of the force engaged in the
westward movement is estimated f{rom
4000 to 6000. La Crete and Herie, who
recently crossed the Jucaro and Moron

trocha and passed ioto Santa Clara from
Camaguay, have nnited with other lead-

ers, and there are now five or six chiels,
each with a congiderable following, mov-
ing into Matanzas, where the insurgent
forees were ordered to mobilize. Men
have been summoned from the planta-
tions aroand and ordered westward.

Whether the movement wus orderved
to embarrass General Weyler or to dis-
tract attention from General Gomesz,
who it suppoeed to be bhemmed in by
Spanish colomns near Sancti Spiritus, is
not yet clear. It may do both.

The purpose of the gathering in Ma-
tanzas is eaid to cover the landing
of an epedition which is doe in that
province, and which will furnish the
combined forces with some addition-
al arms and cartridges and several rapid-
fire field guns. After receiving this ex-
pedition the programme mapped out by
General Gomez ie for an advance across
Matanzas province, and if all goes well
s demonstration near the city of Havana
itself,

Quintin Banderas, who recently came
from the East with 1600 men, and who
was in Melana del Bur two weeks =ago,
has gone to Matanzas. The entire force
of rebels under Castillo in this province
is ready to join with those in the eastern
province. Doccasse and his force of
2500 to 3000 men may come from Pinar
del Rio to take part in the movement.

General Calixto Garcia will remain in
Santiago province, but practically all the
other leaders of prominence of the insur-
gent side have been ordered to meet in
Matanzae,

Just what oppoeition the ESpanish
troops will make to the movement is not
certain. The sudden activity in the
rebel ranks after the rainy season has
well begun to show that they are able to
move, despite the muddy condition of
the roads, and frequent drenchings
which they must receive. Any forced
marches of large bodies of Spanish
troops to head off the rebel movement
must resalt in heavy losses from sick-
nes#, hardship and exposure.

Crocker, vice-president of the Southern
Pacific railroad, has been prostrated by
an apoplectic stroks at his home at San
Mateo. The stroke was 20 serious that
Dr. Chiemore of this city was summoned
by telephone to the bedside of Crocker
and was taken there by special train.
Subeequently Dr. Matthew Gardiner,
chiel surgeon of the Southern Pacific
Company, was summoned to come at
once. A special train conveyed him’ to
Mr. Crocker's country home,

Dr. Gardiner denied that Colonel
Crocker eguffered a stroke of apoplexy.
He eaid it was only a fainting spell, It
ia learned, however, that Crocker is &
yery gick man.

THE HEATED SPELL

Two Thousand Persons Were
Prostrated in the East.

THREE HUNDRED AND FIFTY DEAD

Intense Suffering In the Large Cities.--
Extent of the Wave--Cooler Weather
T'redicted.

Cuicaco, July 10.—The fierce heat un-
der which the greater portion of the
country has sweltered since the firet of
July moderated in many localities to-
day, and predictions trom the wealher
burean at Washiogton indicate that s
lower temperatare will bring general re-
lief within 24 hours. The records of
prostrations and deaths resulting from
the long heated term approaches in mag-
pitude that of a general epidemic. Re-
porta from all sections of the country re-
ceived by the Associated Press vhis eve-
ning show that the prostrations number
in the neighborhocd of 2000, with fatali-
ties close to 350. In addition to this,
there were scoree of deaths resulting
indirectly from the intolerable beat, the
death rate in many of the large cities
showing & fearful increase over previons
years. The Central states euffered more
geverely than other sections, the heat be-
ing most deadly in Chicago, Cincinnati
and Bt. Louis. In the number of fatali-
ties, this city heads the list with 87
deathe, Cincinnati and suburban points
reporting 65, and 8t. Louis 42.

Throughout the South the heat was
intense, but the death rate was much
lower than in the North.

CHICAGO HEADS THE LIST.

Eighty-Seven Deaths Caused by the
Heat.

Cuicaco, July 10.—Eighty-seven peo-
ple died from the heat sinca July 1. In
addition, six have been drowned while
bathing to escape the sizzling rays of the
sun ; six have been driven insane, and a
like nomber have committed suicide,
while 347 prostrations, more or lesa ser-
ipus, have occurred. The health depart-
ment shows a great increase in mortal-
ity in children, and sufferere from chron-
ic diseases. The average number of
deaths for the past three or foor days
has almost doubled.

The weather, though several degrees
cooler than yesterday, ie etill very hot,
and prostrations are nomerous. The
following deaths were reported during
the day : Joseph Devorak, Thomae Kirk,
child named Chewnusky, Michael Me-
Langhlin, Thomas Walsh, John Fienal,
Justin 8yke and Fred Bender.

This aftarnoon the heat wae broken by
a smart thunder storm. The mercury
in five hours fell 20 deg., and life is once
more worth living. Tne heat in the
early part of the day caused eight deaths
and 21 prostrations, 11 of them being
serious.

In Feoria.
Proria, July 10.—The temperalore at
11 this morning was 102 deg. in the
shade.

INTENSE SUFFERING IN ST. LOUIS.

The Flery Weather Has Continuoed 14
Days With No Relief In Sight.

8. ;uu. July 10.—The hot epell St.
Louis has lasted 14 days, and the weath-
er is still bot and oppressive. During
this heated term 42 persons have died
from sunstroke, either on the sireets, in
ambulances or in the emergency hoepit-
al. The statistice of prostrated persons
who died in their own bomes are not
obtainable. During the hot spell, 137
cases of prostration, classified as *‘ser-
ions,” have been treated at the city
hospitals. There is no record of those
treated at their homes. Daoring the 13
days, the heat has averaged 96 degrees.
There were no deaths and few prostra-
tions daring the first five days. Today’s
record up to 8 p. m. is: Dead, 14; pros-
trated 52. OI those prostrated, 10 are
expected to die.

Bakers, teamsters, cooks and orgsn-
grinders form the bulk of those prostrat-
ed. The city hospital is swamped with
heat cases. The emergency wards were
packed this morning. Superintendent
Sutton ordered = large nomber of tents
which he will have placed on the hospital
grounde, and will tranefer all the heat
casee to them. ;

At dawn this morning the temperature
wasg 88 degrees; at 3 p. m., 94; this
evening it waa 96 degrees. All sort of
things were promised for tonight, bat
they were predicted last night, and the
night before that, and the people have

| suffered and died. There are a few

little feathery clouds in the eky tonight,
and an apology for a breese is coming in

from Kansas—where it is hotter than
here—but there are no signs of a cooling

storm. This is the 14th day. Men are
sullenly vicious nnder the strain; wo-
men are bysterical, and children are
covered with prickly heat from neck to
beels.
Fatallties 1n Kansas City.

Kaxsas City, Joly 10.—Eight deatbs
were directly due 1o the extreme heat
which has prevailed in Kaneas City dar-
ing the past week. Heven of these oc-
curred yesterday, though the hottest day
was Thoreday. Daring the entire sea-
son previoas to the past week there had
been but three deaths from sunstroke.
Today the weather is cool.

Fstal Cases in Cinelnnatl.

Cixcinrari, July 10.—Coroner Haerr
reports 58 fatal cases of sonstroke here
during the past seven days. This does
not include & dozen such fatalities for
the week in Covington, Newport, and
other Kentocky saburbs. There were
over 500 prostrations. Today there were
seven fatal cases of heat prostration
here.
IN THE SOUTH,
Many Desths Due to the Heat in New
Orleans.

New Orueaxs, Jalv 10.—The maxi-
mum temperature recorded daoring the
recent heated term in New Orleans,
which wae broken to some extent loday
by rain, was 87 on June 22, For several
days prior thereto and thereafter, the
mercury registered about 90, The deaths
from heat prostrations doring that time
were 16. Many other deaths, partico-
larly of children, were in part due to the
heat.

1o Loulaville.

LouvisviLig, July 10.—Sioce the com-
mencement of the present heated term
threre have been 17 deaths here, and
about 50 serious prostrations, all due di-
rectly to the intense heat. The average
maxmmom and minimom temperatore
for the past 12 days was 96.6 and 75.8,
respectively.

In Nashville.

NasavitLg, Tenn., July 10.—Five
deaths have occarred in this city since
laet SBaturday morning from sunstrokes
and heat prostrations, and two previous
to that day.

THE COAL FAMINE IN CLEVELAND.
Price One Doliar Higher Than It Was
Tharsday-

Crevevaxp, O., July 10.—The events
of the morning were the frantic edorts
of little dealers to secure coal from big
dealers to supply retsil costomers. The
price of steam coal is now §1 above what
it wag Thoreday. The demand 18 be-
coming greater every hour, and the sop-
ply ia constantly becoming less. Big
operatore and mannfactorers are begin-
ing to congider the strength of the strike,
and today there is consternation among
dealers, marine men, manofacturers and
workingmen in general.

At the breweries and packing-houses
the sitoation is regarded with general
alarm, as coal mnst be obtained to pre-
vent incalcuable damage to beer and
meats.

A riot oc_urred in Newbuorg this after-
noon at the Cleveland & Pittsborg rail-
way depot. A dozen men from Allen-
dale, Pa., who arrrived on the 12:30
train to take the place of strikers at the
Crescent tinplate mille, were met at the
train by 20 strikers and free fight result-
ed in several broken hesds. One man
wae seriously injored.

The Lake Erie Iron Company will
bring a test case ageinat the Lake Bhore
railroad Monday to determine whether
it has & right to confiecate coal.

NEw Yorg,July 10.—The Herald says:
William D. Bynom, chsirman of the
nationa} Democratic executive commit-
tee, has called the committee to meet in
this city on July 21 at national head-
gquarters.

Mr, Bynum is well pleased with the
action of the gold-standard Demoecrats in
Iowa, Kentucky and Ohio, where they
will have state tickets, The nsational
executive committee will make plans for
the coming campaign and settle some
matters of detail. The gold-standard
men will nominate a ticket of their own
or éndorse Seth Low if Tammany does
not repadiate the Chicago platform.

'HAS BLOOD IN HER EYE

Japan Determined to Foree
Trouble With Hawaii.

ARBITRATION PROPOSALS IGNORED

The United Siates Likely to be Called
Upon to Settle the Immigration
Squabble.

Nzw Yorx, July 12.—A dispateh to
the Herald from Washington eays:

Hawaii has offered to refer to arbitra-
tion the immigration guestion pending
between hereelf and Japan, but the To-
kio government has so far ignored the
proposition. Telegraphic information to
this effect has been received at the state
department, and it is therefore possible
to deny the report published that Japan
had agreed to srbitrate the vexed ques-
tion she is discossing with the Hawaiian
government. The proposition was made
in the report sent the Hawaiian minister
for foreign affaire. Mr. Cooper, in an-
ewer to Mr. Shimumura’s last letter re-
iterating the demand of his government
tbat Hawsii recognize the priociple of
monetary liability as a motive of her ac-
tion in excluding Japanese immigrants.

The Hawaliane do not expect that
Japan wonld accept arbitration. In
fact, before Minister Shimomuora began
correspondence with Mr. Cooper in re-
Iation to the msatter, he declared that his
governmenl would never consent to ar-
bitration. At that time neither be nor
his government had soy idea that the
strong arm of the United States was soon
to be thrown around Hawaii, and it was
becaose of this ignorance, state depart-
ment officials eay, that Japan has as-
sumed soch a commanding tone in her
negotiations with the little republic.

It is eaid that Mr, Shimumuara in his
last correspondence with the Hawaiian
government, demands further explana-
tion in regard to certain details connec-
ted with the immigration controversy,in
which he holds that Hawaiian anthori-
ties have committed an official offense
against his government, The minister
refused to admit the principle of mone-
tary liability, and insiste that the Jap-
anese government does not want to get
at the real merits of the controversy,
otherwige it would acquieece in the prop-
osition to refer the matter to arbitration,

1o view of Mr. Cooper’s refusal, it is
the general expectation in administra-
tion circles that whether the senate rati-
tits the pending annexation treaty or
fails to take action doring the present
session, this government wili have to set-
tle immigration guestion with Japan.

BEACE WAR AT TIEN-TSIN, CHINA.

Natives are Enraged Againat Forelgo
Eesldenta,

Bax Fraxcizco, July 12.—The Ocei-
dental and Oriental steamer Doric bas
arrived from China and Japan, two daye
ahead of schedule time. BShe bronght
Yokohamsa advices to June 27,

The Japan Mail gives a summary of
correspondence from Tien-Tsin, which
shows that the state of the foreign
colony in thatcity is alarming. Three
Chinese were killed inthe last days of
May on charges that they had stolen
pstive children ia order that they might
serve as offerings to insure the safety of
the foundations of the new French
Catholic cathedral to be dedicated June
21.

A Tien-Tsin correspondent says:

It is reported that a conspiracy has
been tormed to attack the foreign setile-
ment on June 21 and to burn the Roman
Catholic cathedral. The consuls of the
varions nationalities bave deemed it
prudent to telegraph the facts to their
governments and to ask for the protee-
tion of men-of-war. The gate leading
from the foreign settlement to the
Chinese quarter is closed everv night st
11 o'clock. The Japanese gunboat Aka-
gi is now at Taku in response to appeals
from the Japanese consul. Chinese
soldiers are qoartered in various parts of
the city for the express purpose of check-
ing riote.”’

AGROUND IN CONFERENCE.

Tariff Bill Euns Agninst Some Serious
Obsiacles.

Wasnisaroy, July 12,—The tariff con-
ferees of the honse gtruck some snags in
their work today.. The house conferees
are standing solidly by their bill, and
the senateconfereas are no less tenacioss.
The senate conferees have lard before
the house members the conditions in the
genate, where there is no actoal majority
of Republicans, and whbere other than
Republican votes are necessary to paes
the bill. Members of the hounse are
standing by their bill ,nevertheless, and
have told the senators they cannot

accept the senate amendments on many
important items.

Lumber has been in diepute.~ Mem-
bers of the houge committee insisted that
their rate on white pine must be accept-
ed, and have been supported by Benator
Burrows, of Michigan. The senate con-
ferees eay thal if the house rate ja re-
stored it will provoke & long discussion
in the senate. The house oconferees,
however, refused to accept even the rate
which was originally reported in the
senate bill, and stand for the house rate.

Burlaps, cotton ties and other items,
which were placed on the free liet by the
senate met with great hostility from the
bouse conferees, und nothing in the way
of compromise offered by the senste
members has been accepted.

The house members have maintained
that the hounse bill has been commended
more than the senate bill; and that the
conference shonid get as close to it as
poseible,

It is developed today that the wool
schedule had been under special congid-
eration during the forenoon session, and
that the honse members hed not shown
a disposition to hold on to the hounse
rates, There was evident appreliension
that if this concession were granted
there wounld be difficulty in getting the
bill through the senate.

There was also & harried conference
between Republican representatives at
the senate conference in regard to the
probable course of the Democrats in case
the articles which they were especially
instrumental in having placed on the
free list should be made datiable. These
articles include coiton bagging, guony
bage, burlaps, cotton ties, paris green,
floor matting, etc. The bouse insists
upon their restoration to the dutiable
liet, and some of the senate conferses
are inclined to yield because of the rev-
enue they would vield,

The conference with the Democrats
was by no means reassuring. The Re-
publicans were told that il these changes
were made they (the Democrats) wonld
be disposed to ingist upon a full expla-
nation in committee and au elaborate
debate in the senate, which might in-
definitely prolong the session. The re-
sult of the inquiry as to the effect of the
restoration of the house rates was far
from resssuring. The problem is giv-
ing the committee considerable concern.
